Anglers To Northern Manitoba 


Ducks Have Decreased But the Sportsmen 
Need Not Come Back Empty-Handed 


(By Dave Stockand) 


WINNIPEG. — You don't 
fishing? Small matter if it's 


know too much about sports 
Arctic greyling you're after. 


The greyling is a fighting fish of silver beauty. It will rise 
to any lure. Its numbers are countless and it makes a good 


meal. 


Geography is the major chal- 
lenge. The greyling are natives 
of the North, of the waters flow- 
ing into Hudson Bay and the 
Arctic ocean. 

Northern Manitoba is greyling 
country, but Northern Manitoba 
with its stubby-treed tundra and 
just a sprinkling of population is 
no place for an angler planning 
to use the family car. No roads. 

Nor can he depend on railway 
transportation, except possibly for 
the starting lap of the expedition. 
The same goes for scheduled air- 
lines. 

The Manitoba government 
Bureau of Travel and Publicity 
says the fighting fish with the big 
dorsal fin afe gaining popularity 
with sportsmen—and gives some 
of the credit to obstacles thrown 
up by the land, 

“Camping and guiding arrange- 
ments must be made well in ad- 
vance of the actual jaunt into 
greyling country,” the bureau says. 
“Most greyling fishermen travel 
by chartered plane. But some go 
as far as they can by rail and 
take to canoes for the rest of 
their tra.usportation. 

“The greyling are there—they’re 
just hard to get at. And if that 
isn't a challenge to the eager 
angler, what is?” 

In few words Chief Justice 
E. A. McPherson can describe the 
changes which have taken place 
during the 50 years he hasn't 
missed an opening day of the 
duck-hunting season on Manitoba’s 
delta marshes.” 

“The ducks have decreased 
considerably in number,” he says, 
“and the number of hunters has 
increased. 

“When I started shooting the 
limit was 50 birds a day and 
the season was longer,” recalls the 
chief justice, who bagged his first 
duck 59 years ago. ‘Now the limit 
is 10 each day and the season 
is shorter.”

Alta. Couple 
Make Child 
Care Objective 


EDMONTON.—On a grain 
field 45 miles south of Edmon- 
ton sits a large red and green 
barrack-like Puilding — un- 
finished — but home for a 
number of Alberta children. 

Inside the three-storey frame 
structure, a man and his ‘wife 
with a small group of helpers 
play the roles of father, mother 
and teacher to 45 youngsters from 
broken homes, 

The children, ranging in age 
from six months to 15 years, live 
in the building and it is there they 
go to school, 

The Bethany Home for Children, 
operated by 35-year-old Harvey J. 
Jespersen, takes under its wing 
children of broken marriages. 
Those in charge draw no salary. 

“They consider it missionary 
work,” says Mr. Jespersen. 

The building was established six 
years ago for what was to be the 
European Christian orphange. 
Original sponsors hoped to bring 
500 displaced European children 
to Canada and this was to be the 
reception centre. 

However, the 
through. 


Mr. and Mrs, Jespersen, who 
had been in at the start, stayed 
because “we always were inter- 
ested in looking after children and 
we wanted to set up a home for 
them.” Although he was disap- 
pointed when the first project 
failed, Mr. Jespersen agreed to a 
suggestion that he take over the 
building. 

He and Mrs. Jespersen soon 
found themselves surrounded by 
more and more children.. They 
now have 36 school-age and nine 
pre-school youngsters to look 
after. 

There were six or seven children 
the first year and more than 
a dozen the second. Mr. Jespersen 
applied for a licence to operate 
a private school and soon grades 
one to eight were being taught 
by two women teachers. 

In the basement are a laundry, 
an ancient boiler and a cold stor- 
age unit donated by business men 
from the nearby town of Cam- 
rose. On the main floor are bed- 
rooms where the children sleep 
and corridors where they play. 
Classes are held in two rooms up- 
stairs. 

Most of the rooms are furnished 
with necessities only—beds, dres- 
sers and a few pictures on the 
wall, Classrooms are stocked with 
second-hand books. There are not 
enough desks to go around and 
tables are used as substitutes, 

The home charges parents $20 
@ month. Mr. Jespersen says this 
often is not paid. 

Numerous organizations have 
pitched in to help and the pro- 
vincial government may make a 
grant to the home, °

Railway Into Lynn 
Will Serve A Vital Need 


LYNN LAKE, Man. — A railway's northward march 
through barriers of rock and muskeg was heralded with the 
driving of a nickel spike forged from the ore which gave 
birth to Lynn Lake. In the spike is the first nickel from 
Sherritt-Gordon Mines’ new operation, the reason for the 


144-mile Lynn Lake rail line. 

The Canadian National Railways 
line was constructed in 32 months, 
coinciding with the scheduled start 
of production of Lynn Lake’s 
nickel and copper. 

With the driving of the spike by 
Donald Gordon, CNR president, a 
train load of supplies for the town 
and mine was ready to roll into 
Lynn Lake, 500 miles northwest 
of Winnipeg, from the railhead at 
Sherridon, Man. 


As the railway moved northward, 
80 did much of Sherridon. In fact, 
it got to Lynn Lake first. 

During the last three winters 
tractor trains hauled entire build- 
ings to Lynn Lake — houses, 
schools, churches, a bank, a hos- 
pital and other structures. As 
Sherridon slowly died, Lynn Lake 
came to life, 

Decision to develop Lynn Lake's 
mineral deposits was made when 
it became apparent that the old 
Sherritt-Gordon mine was nearly 
exhausted, 


The new deposit was discovered 
in 1941 by prospector Austin Mc- 
Veigh. Diamond drilling started in 
1945 and the results led to a re- 
quest for a rail link. 

Nickel concentrates from the 
mine will go.to a new multi-mil- 
lion dollar metallurgical plant at 
Fort Saskatchewan, Alta. near 
Edmonton and copper concentrates 
to Noranda, Que. 

At peak production the mine will 
yield 77,800 tons of nickel concen- 
trates and 12,300 ¢ons of copper 


concentrates annually. Cobalt and 
ammonium sulphate also will be 
produced, v 

«The CNR also expects to handle 
fish traffic from Reindeer lake and 
other large northern lakes, and 
possibly some pulpwood. 

The three channels of the Chur- 
chill river at Pukatawagan Falls 
were spanned by steel bridges ori- 
ginally fabricated in Canada for 
shipment to China, The Chinese 
Nationalist government was unable 
to take delivery.

Saskatchewan, No. 1 
Highway Next Year 


REGINA. — The Trans-Canada 
Highway through Saskatchewan 
is expected to be completed from 
the Manitoba border to ips ands f 
the end of 1954, it was repo!
